Todman suggested Cuba might be 
considering some positive steps of its 
own to further the move toward closer 
ties.

He added that the Cubans “seem to 
understand” that closer ties must be 
based on reciprocal gestures and not 
on unilateral concessions by the United 
States. 
Todman’s meeting with the Cuban 
foreign minister was the highest level 
official contact between the two 
countries since Castro met with then- 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
April 1959.

N ew A tte m p t Slated 
To Cap O il Flow 


STAVANGER, Norway (AP) - Paul 
“ Red” Adair, the Texan regarded as 
the oil world’s prem ier blowout 
specialist, arrived today to take 
command of a new attempt to shut off 
a runaway gusher that has spilled 
some six million gallons of oil into the 
North Sea in seven days. 
The 62-year-old Adair and his team 
will seek to cap the Ekofisk Bravo well 
by pushing a four-ton stopper through 
oil moving at the speed of sound. 
Adair told reporters: “We'll wind it 
up in a couple of days or sooner. We got 
a whole bunch of tricks. We’ll fix it. I’ll 
stay until we close it. It’s no big thing. 
We do this for a living.” 
As Adair was preparing for a 
helicopter trip to the rig 168 miles west 
of Stavanger in the 
North 
Sea, 
members of his Texas disaster control 
team were preparing equipment for a 
new try at capping the well after three 
failed attempts on Thursday. 
The attempt involves limiting the 
size of the flow from the wellhead to 
two inches in diameter so that a four- 
ton assembly can be swung through 
and over it to eventually stop the flow. 
An official of Phillips Petroleum, 
operators of the rig, said the velocity of 
the flow when it is cut from 44 to 2 


inches will be 1,300 feet per second or 
886 miles per hour — more than the 
speed of sound at sea level. 
A Phillips spokesman explained that 
the oil flow would be about 800 pounds 
of pressure per square inch, which 
represents a reduction even though it 
is escaping at higher velocity. 
Adair refused to call the abortive 
efforts so far at capping the well a 
failure. 
Adair said he was particularly 
concerned with backing up Boots 
Hansen, whom he dispatched here with 
Richard Hatteberg after the well blew 
last Friday night. 
Phillips officials said their estimates 
were that 4.4 million gallons of oil were 
on the water at noon today. This took 
into account an estimated evaporation 
rate of 18 per cent. 
Norwegian officials reported that no 
dead fish or birds were found and that 
two marine biology boats found very 
few dead fish eggs or larvae.

Escobar said he hoped the next 
round of negotiations, opening May IO 
in Washington, would “clear away all 
preliminary issues and plunge into the 
substantive dispute such as the canal’s 
neutrality and payment for American 
property to be left behind.” 
The U.S. government has about 9,000 
servicemen stationed on 14 bases in the 
Canal Zone. 


Escobar accused the U.S. govern­ 
ment of “misrepresenting the cause 
for delays” in concluding a new treaty. 
“The United States says publicly 
that neutrality is the most important 
issue in negotiations, but at the 
negotiating table the United States 
bargains just as hard over each little 
house and street in the Canal Zone,” he 
said. “It is this intransigent stand that 
is delaying the new treaty.” 


“Houses and streets” referred to 
which parts of the zone are to revert to 
Panama after the signing of the new 
treaty. The United States has agreed 
that within three years of the signing, 
it will relinquish areas unnecessary for 
the operation and defense of the canal. 
The U.S. government has insisted 
the canal be open to all nations. It also 
insists that it be co-guarantor of the 
canal’s neutrality while Panam a 
wants the United Nations to be the co­ 
guarantor. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If 20 major 
oil companies decide to lower the price 
of gasoline to pay back $336 million in 
alleged overcharges, you could see a 
brief reduction in prices at the gas 
pump. 
But not much and not for long. 
The oil companies are denying 
vehemently the Federal Energy 
A dm inistration’s charge Thursday 
that they artificially inflated the price 
of oil purchased from foreign subsi­ 
diaries between October 1973 and May 
1975. 
During that time, the United States 
kept price controls on oil produced 
within this country, while foreign oil 
prices tripled. 
The companies can appeal the 
FEA’s ruling to the agency or in the 
federal courts. 
And an FEA spokesman said that 
even if the oil companies eventually 
are forced to refund overcharges, the 
companies still could keep as much as 
half the $336 million. 
They would be allowed to recalculate 
import deals in which they did not 
charge U.S. consumers the maximum 
allowed under the price control law. 
One option the companies could take 
to pay back the overcharges would be 
a temporary price cut at the gasoline 
pump.

CINCINNATI 
(AP) - An Old­ 
smobile engine looks like a Chevrolet 
engine, which looks like a Pontiac 
engine, which, in turn, looks like a 
Buick engine. 
And, wouldn’t you know it, a Buick 
engine looks like an Oldsmobile 
engine. 
So how do you know if your Old­ 
smobile has an Oldsmobile engine, and 
not an engine by another name?. There 
is a way, claims James Smidebush, a 
General Motors spokesman in Detroit. 
Check the vehicle identification 
number, which in 1977 GM cars is near 
the bottom of the windshield on the 
driver’s side. The fifth character in the 
number indicates which GM division 
produced the car’s engine. 
If your Oldsmobile has an Old­ 
smobile engine in it. the fifth character 
will be the letter “R.” If the fifth 
character is an “L,” the engine is a 
Chevrolet; a “P" is a Pontiac engine 
and a “J ” is a Buick. 
Now, this formula only holds for 
autos with eight cylinders, 350 cubic- 
inch displacement and four-barrel 
carburetors, Smidebush said. Old- 
smobiles with this equipment were the 
only ones which may have contained 
Chevrolet engines, he said. 
Owners also can tell what engines 
are under their car hoods by checking 
the price stickers. Smidebush said the 
stickers tell the buyers which GM 
division manufactured the engines. If 
your Oldsmobile contains a Chevrolet 
engine the sticker should say so, he 
said. 
But, just in case, GM also has sent 
letters to owners with Chevrolet 
engines in their Oldsmobile cars, of­ 
fering a new Oldsmobile with an 
Oldsmobile engine, or a longterm 
warranty. 
Smidebush said he does not believe 
Oldsmobile owners should be offended 
by a Chevrolet engine. After all, he 
said, “No matter which engine you’ve 
got, ifs still a GM engine. And, 
frankly, there isn’t any significant 
difference between them.”

Strip M ine Restoration Bill Approved 


COLUMBUS,

Prospects for restoration of Ohio lands 
ravaged by strip mining—before the 
state moved to halt it—have advanced 
on two fronts in the legislature. 
Approved 88-1 by the House and sent 
to the Senate on Thursday was a 
measure that permits the division of 
reclamation to aid in the restoration on 
privately owned lands, if erosion and 
drainage problems endangers public 
health. 
By a vote of 74-13, the House com­ 
pleted passage of another bill creating 
a youth conservation corps. Its initial 
pilot project would be restoration of 
strip mined land, including privately 
owned tracts, in Ohio's Appalachia 
counties, mostly in the southeastern 
part of the state. 
Senators, before the lawmakers 


adjourned until next week, voted to 
beef up police and other powers of 
township park trustees and to permit 
counties to expunge discharge records 
of military veterans, at veterans’ 
request. Both measures go to the 
House, for concurrence in Senate 
amendments in the case of the 
township park bill. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, announced that a 
House vote will come next Tuesday on 
the state’s two-year budget bill. The 
announcement sets the stage for a 
prolonged floor fight, with minority 
Republicans set to bitterly oppose 
Democratic cuts in education and 
other spending areas. 
Rep. Arthur R. Bowers, D-98 
Steubenville, chief sponsor of the strip 
mine reclamation bill, told the House it 


was needed because under present 
law, the only way state funds can be 
spent for that purpose on nonpublic 
lands is to purchase the land and hope 
for later resale. 
The land affected by the bill was 
mined prior to Ohio’s 1972 reclamation 
law, requiring bonds to assure 
restoration. 
Sen. Sam Speck, D-20 New Concord, 
estimated earlier that there are about 
370,000 acres of privately owned land 
throughout the state that badly need 
restoration, but that he understands 
private capital is not available. 
Speck raised questions, during 
Senate debate a day earlier on the 
conservation corps bill, as to whether 
the Ohio Constitution permits im­ 
provements on private property at 
public expense.

explained 
Thursday that under his proposal, 
landowners would be required to 
reimburse the state for reclamation 
projects in an amount equal to the 
increased value of their property.

indicated 
constitutional 
requirements could be met due to the 
unportance to the general public of 
removing earth dams and other 
drainage problems endangering health 
and threatening to cause floods

division plans to move this summer, if 
the legislation is passed, to reclaim a 
38-year-old mining site rn Mahoning 
County where water from a nearby 
reservoir, becoming polluted with 
mine acid, is needed for Youngstown’s 
public water supply.

Bauman said he was referring to the 
uncorroborated testimony that Texas 
oilmen helped assassuiate President 
Kennedy and a member’s suggestion 
that some reporters covering the probe 
may be CIA agents. 
District of Columbia Del. Walter 
Ka untroy said Sunday that the panel 
might investigate whether some 
reporters were CIA agents trying to 
discredit the committee. 
Chairman louis Stokes, DOhio, said 
after the 
vote that Fauntroy’s 
Statement could have resulted in the 
loss of some support for the panel in 
Congress. “ It got a lot of people up­ 
set," Stokes said. 
During the debate, Bauman said 
Fauntroy should either cite evidence 
or retract the statement.

M ailin g List Rules 
Backed Bv Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - You aren’t 
just Occupant or Resident to those bulk 
mailers who have you on their lists. 
You’re an “inquisitive kid” or “a black 
activist” or some other type. 
A government commission says you 
should be told before someone peddles 
a list with your name and “labei” on it. 


The Privacy Protection Study 
Commission is recommending that the 
direct mail industry set voluntary 
guidelines to prevent mailing lists 
from being sold without permission of 
the persons on the list 


If that doesn’t work, federal and 
state laws may be needed later to deal 
with sales of mailing lists, the com­ 
m ission’s 
chairm an, 
David 
F. 
Iinowes, said Thursday. 


But he noted, “There are First 
Amendment problems in limiting 
communication with others.” 
It is common practice for or­ 
ganizations to sell their lists of 
customers, members or donors to 
other groups, I inowes said. 


“People keep wondering, ‘How did I 
get on that mailing list?’ Well, they 
ought to be told,” he said in a speech to 
a conference of the Direct Mail 
Marketing Association. 
There is an inch-and-a-half thick 
catalog available to mailers giving the 
names of the various lists available, 
linowes said. "Inquisitive kids” and 
“black activists” are among the titles 
of the lists, which give mass mailers 
some assurance that they are mailing 
their come-ons to someone who is 
known to be interested in a specific 
pitch. 


“lf your name is on such a list, you 
can get tagged forever with that sort of 
identification. And you probably won’t 
even know about it,” linowes said. 
Some direct mailers are beginning to 
send forms to those on their mailing 
lists allowing them to say if they don’t 


want their name and other information 
about them turned over to others, he 
noted. 
Other organizations have promised 
to remove any person’s name from a 
mailing list on request. 
linowes said the commission would 
recommend in its report to Congress in 
June that such voluntary actions be 
expanded.

System (ODTS) is used by post offices 
nationwide to check the efficiency of 
mail delivery.

NEW YORK (A P) - The National 
Association of Realtors has just come 
up with a finding that seems to destroy 
one of the oldest myths in the business 
of buying and selling homes. 
Based on the conventional wisdom, 
there is a hierachy of home buyers, led 
by the existing homeowner who moves 
up to a new, more expensive home, 
leaving the resale home to a buyer who 
previously had rented 
Many a salesman measured his 
prospects in that manner. Because 
they believed the myth, commercial 
property managers often overlooked 
sales opportunities among renters. 
Advertising 
efforts 
often 
were 
misdirected. 
Examining 
U.S. 
Census Bureau 
figures on its computers, the Realtors 
found the conventional wisdom was 
neither the convention nor wisdom. 
Previous renters, it found, were just as 
likely to buy new' homes as were 
previous owners. 
While this might not represent a 
stunning discovery to you, the Realtors 
felt otherwise. Ken Kerin, director of 
the economics and research depart­ 
ment, calls it “ perhaps the most 
startling and singularly important 
finding in our coifiputer analysis.” 
Because of the absence of census 
data before 1973, the Realtors never 
before had been able to make such a 
detailed study of the homebuyer. Now 
that the study is completed, the timing 
couldn't be better. 
Why? Because the market for 
housing is booming, and those 
salesmen who know their customers 
are likely to benefit the most from the 
opportunities. 
To the surprise of a good many 
people who not long ago were reading 
of the depression in housing, sales 
through 
March 
were 
at 
an 
ex­ 
traordinary, record-breaking annual 
rate in excess of 4.5 million units. 
More familiar to most people is a 


smaller figure — that for housing 
starts, which were at a rate of 1.5 
million units in March. 
Assuming that those houses will be 
sold, and adding in 3.4 million sales of 
existing homes, you arrive at a figure 
of 4.9 million as a possible total for 
1977. Never has there been a year like 
that. 


Kerin and others who examine such 
figures have come to several con­ 
clusions, among them: 
—New household formations alone 
don’t account for the phenomenon. 
Motivation plays a large role. Many 
young people are convinced they 
cannot wait for home prices to fall. 
—Young families seem to feel they 
now have a rare opportunity in the 
mortgage market, where money is 
abundant, interest rates are down 
slightly from last year, and down 
payment requirements sometimes are 
as low as 5 per cent. 
There is evidence, Kerin says, that 
homebuyers today are more willing to 
extend themselves, to scrimp in order 
to achieve both an investment and a 
place in which to live. They are 
hedging against inflation, he says. 
Because of this, some of the old rules 
of thumb that relate a couple’s income 
to the price they can afford, are as 
suspect as the myths about who buys 
homes. 


“ People are exercising a lot of 
discretion in spending on housing,” he 
says. He found in the study that it is 
hazardous for a salesman to categorize 
his prospect on income alone. 
One assumption has been that a 
prospect could afford a price 2^ times 
annual income, but Kerin’s study 
found the range varies from 1.5 times 
to 3 times. 
And, of course, that they are just as 
likely to jump from an apartment into 
a new home as they are to move up 
from an existing, less expensive one.

have made extraordianry efforts to 
improve the situation.” 
Yes, and yes and yes. I am grateful 
for the candor but it doesn't pay the 
premium. Our state has a compulsory 
insurance law. In my county, half the 
car owners are uninsured. “ You and 
I,” the agent writes, “ are paying for 
the damage and injuries caused by 
these uninsured motorists.” 
I ’m mad. We drive carefully. We do 
not have accidents. The state must 
have a means of enforcing its in­ 
surance laws. In bland innocence, the 
state says it will catch the uninsured 
when they show up for automobile 
inspection. 
Not true. The week before in­ 
spection, the uninsured take out 
policies and make a down payment on 
the premium. After inspection, they 
allow the insurance to lapse. Why isn’t 
it mandatory for the insurance 
agencies to forward the names of 
delinquents to the State Insurance 
Commissioner? 
Why not police spot checks of every 
20 cars on the road? The state Bar 
Association — another band of 
brigands — wants to present a new bill 
to the state which would eliminate 
compulsory insurance and thus create 
more work at bigger fees for lawyers. 
In a no-fault insurance, they collected 
$70 million in automobile litigation last 
year. 
Insurance companies are now at a 
stage where they would rather settle a 
nuisance suit out of court for $3,000 
than send their attorneys to trial. 
Nobody checks the work of claims 
adjusters, some of whom agree to 
exorbitant repair bills provided they 
get a cash kickback. 
I don’t earn as much as a second- 
rate plumber sitting on his duff picking 
his nose. But the price of everything 
leaps — not in accord with a 6 per cent 
or 7 per cent rate of inflation — but 
from 25 per cent to 40 per cent. There 
was one more jolly note in the mail. 
For many years, I have been insured 
for $100,000 on an Aetna Lafe and 
Casualty policy. I do a lot of traveling. 
If I die in a plane or car, I want to leave 
my wife more than the $15,000 life 
insurance policy. So I ’ve been paying 
Aetna for ages, and it hasn’t cost them 
a dime. 
Mrs. Debra I. Belvin of the Aetna 
Atlanta office writes that the com­ 
pany, as of today, is reducing my 
policy from $100,000 to $10,000. The 
reason, she says, is that most men 
retire early these days. Unfortunately, 
I continue to work and travel. 
She adds the implied threat: “ As you 
will note, this rider is not effective 
without your signature. However, until 
we receive the signed rider, no future 
billing notice will be sent.” 
No signature, no insurance. Those 
august personages in the 50 state in­ 
surance departments had better start 
protecting us. Not just Jim Bishop, but 
the millions of suckers all over the 
land . . . 


Cup O f Coffee 
N ow U nobtainable

$100. 


Irked by skyrocketing prices, 
Bordenaro said he wouldn’t pay 50 
cents for a cup of coffee and he 
wouldn’t ask anyone else to do it, 
either.

Speaking Of Your Health

I am seriously considering having a 
vasectomy. Our doctor doesn’t seem to 
be worried about complications. My 
wife and I need just a little bit more 
assurance that problems can’t arise in 
the future. Is it ever possible to 
become impotent afterwards? 
Mr. C. S., N Y . 
Dear Mr. S.: 
I can assure you that impotence 
after vasectomy is a very rare com­ 
plication. It happens so infrequently 
that surgeons believe that any im­ 
potency after vasectomy probably 
existed before. 
The complications of this operation 
are no different 
from the com­ 
plications that can arise following 
other relatively minor procedures. 
Infections, abscesses, swellings, 
blood clots and pain do not occur often 
and if they do are readily controlled. 
A wise surgeon once told me that 
pregnancy, for a short period after 
vasectomy, must be considered a 
“ complication.” Sperm may be hidden 
for about four to six months after 
vasectomy.

that 
unprotected 
in­ 
tercourse be avoided for that period of 
time. 
The value of the operation is un­ 
disputed. The frequency and severity 
of complications are insignificant, and 


should not deter you from your plan. 


My husband had a heart attack and 
recovered completely. Now he does 
jogging, rides a bicycle and has even 
tried handball. I can’t believe that a 
man of 56 should do this. He says his 
doctor told him to exercise so there’s 
no need to check with his doctor.

Dear Mrs. IL: 
Exercise undoubtedly plays an 
important 
role 
in 
the 
total 
rehabilitation of the person who has 
recovered from a heart attack. 
Uncontrolled and 
unmonitored 
exercise can, however, be hazardous. 
The intelligent, well-planned exercise 
program does not impose stress on the 
heart. It benefits circulation, it may 
prolong the life of a heart patient and it 
may even prevent a recurrence of an 
attack. 


Heart specialists in their offices and 
in hospitals carefully study 
in 
tolerance of a person to exercise. They 
measure the rate of the heart and the 
blood pressure and learn the degree of 
exercise that each patient should have. 
Your husband, I believe, is doing 
himself an injustice by overextending 
himself without a specific program set 
up by his doctor. 
FBI A gents Protest 
Kearney Indictment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In scores of 
letters and telegrams to President 
Carter and the Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
F B I 
employes 
are 
protesting the criminal indictment of 
their retired colleague, John J. Kear­ 
ney. 
“ It is astounding to me that the 
President could pardon draft dodgers 
and deserters and at the same time the 
government could indict an F B I agent 
for performing his patriotic deeds,” 
wrote Thomas W. Kitchens, Jr., 
special agent in charge of the F B I 
office in Cincinnati. 
Some of the mail comes directly to 
the committee. Other protests are 
copies of letters mailed to Carter.

Only a month after they took off on a 
dream vacation to the Mediterranean, 
114 unidentified persons who died in 
history’s worst aviation disaster have 
been buried in numbered graves. 
Seventy-five of the 
114 
were 
Southern Californians. 
A total of 580 persons were killed 
when two 747 jetliners — one chartered 
by Pan American World Airways and 
the other a Dutch K IM plane — col­ 
lided on a fog-shrouded runway at 
Santa Cruz de Tenerife airport in the 
Canary Islands on March 27. 
“ Just a few short days ago, you were 
saying goodbye to these people who 
were going away on a happy holiday,” 
said Msgr. John Sammon of the Ro­ 
man Catholic diocese of Orange 
County. 
“ Now, you are saying goodbye for 
the final time.” 
Nearly 1,500 persons attended the 
interfaith memorial service Wed­ 
nesday at a 75-foot by 75-foot gravesite 
donated by Westminster Memorial 
Park, about 30 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles. The individual graves were 
marked only with numbers, but will be 
marked later with a monument 
carrying all the victims’ names when 
they are learned. 
In addition to the 114 unidentified 
bodies, the remains of Perry and 
Monica Johnson of Santa Monica and 
George Bems of Redwood City were 
also buried. 
Relatives requested that Bems and 
the Johr.sons be buried here so they 
could be near loved ones who had died 
in the crash but whose bodies have not 
yet been identified.

They appeal to authorities 
to remember the bombings and 
terrorism of only a few years ago, acts 
which led to the assignment for which 
Kearney was indicted. 
Kearney, a former supervisor in the 
F B I’s New York City office, is charged 
with illegal wiretapping, mail opening 
and conspiracy in surveillance ac­ 
tivities in the early 1970s. He allegedly 
committed the offenses while over­ 
seeing surveillance of persons believed 
to have been in contact with the 
Weatherman, 
an 
underground 
terrorist group. 
Agent Richard T. Worst of Albany, 
N.Y., wrote Carter: “ Remember what 
it was like in the late 1960s and early 
1970s with the bombings, killings, 
demonstrations, protests and over-all 
civil unrest.” 
Worst said the public asked at the 
time, “ What is the F B I doing about 
this? How can the radicals be stop­ 
ped?” And with these questions, he 
said, “ came the implied statements 
that ‘we don’t care how you do it, just 
get the job done.’ 
“ Now, all of a sudden, everyone is 
crying that their rights have been 
violated,’’ Worst wrote. “ What about 
the lives, property, jobs, etc., that 
were saved?” 
Both Atty. Gen. Griffin B. Bell and 
F B I Director Clarence Kelley, were 
questioned this week by a Senate 
appropriations subcommittee about 
the F B I’s handling of domestic se­ 
curity cases. 
During 
Kelley’s testimony on 
Wednesday, Sen. Iawell P. Weicker, 
R-Conn., said there is no excuse for 
F B I agents to break the law in their 
investigations, even with approval 
from higher officials.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
State Highway Patrol received a 
record 38,857 calls over citizen band 
radios during the first quarter of 1977. 
Patrol superintendent Col. Adam G. 
Reiss said Wednesday nearly 12,000 
calls were reports of disabled vehicles 
and calls for help from stranded 
motorists. 
Next most frequently recieved CB 
call was to report or request road 
condition information. CBers called in 
5,374 highway accidents during the 
first three months, Reiss said.

Georgia voice on the other end asking: 
“Is Fritz there?” 
Perhaps more than anything else in 
the Carter White House that telephone 
connection and its freque* t use 
symbolize 
the 
unique 
relationship 
between Jimmy Carter and Walter 
Frederick 
‘F ritz’’ 
Mondale, 
a

precedented in the history of the vice 
presidency. 
I ike presidents and vice presidents 
before them, Carter and Mondale 
entered office with plans to give the 
vice president an active role in the 
administration. 
They had, in fact, begun discussing

vention last July. 
But Mondale, unlike others before 
him, has avoided becoming an 
Alexander Throttlebottom, the vice 
president in the Broadway show “Of 
Thee I Sing” who went on a public tour 
of the White House unrecognized.

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trying to analyze the success of a 
perfect marriage. 
One person who has watched it 
develop from the first meetings in 
Plains, Ga., last summer says 
“Carter’s maturity” is at the heart of 
the relationship. He says there is no 
jealousy between the two men and that 
neither Carter nor his staff feels 
threatened by Mondale or his staff. 
“I’m not sure if there is one thing 
they have found in each other that has 
made it click,” he said. “They are both 
extremely pragmatic and for both of 
them it is a dream come true. We’re 
still in the period of ‘My God, we’ve 
done it!”' 
Early 
in 
the 
administration, 
meetings were held to make sure that 
Mondale was, to use his term, “in the 
loop" of information. 
But, the staff member said, “you 
could have the most educated vice 
president in history ... sitting here in 
the Executive Office Building twid­ 
dling his thumbs, writing memos to 
himself" if the President didn’t want to 
give him a major policy role. 
Mondale has 
taken 
on 
specific 
assignments: he visited leaders of 
Western Europe and Japan during his 
first two weeks in office, directed 
preparation of Carter’s proposal to 
simplify voter registration and is 
overseeing development of U.S. policy 
toward Africa. 
But, trying to avoid projects that will 
tie him down for long periods, he has 
generally been Carter's chief adviser 
on a variety of foreign and domestic 
issues. Som etm es his advice is 
followed. Sometimes it is not. And 
sometimes it is followed but the results 
are less than he desires. 
“I don’t always get my way, but I 
expected that,” he said in an in­ 
terview. "I’m not the President.” 
Take for example, the case of the $50 
tax rebate. Mondale argued from the 
beginning that it was needed. And 
Mondale ended up the loser when 
Canter abandoned it. 
Or consider the administration’s 
strategic arm s lim itation treaty 
proposal. Mondale was a chief ad­ 
vocate of the comprehensive proposal 
to reduce nuclear arms below levels to 
which the Soviets and the United 
States had agreed in the past. Moscow 
flatly rejected the proposal. 
Mondale is taking on the duties of 
chief campaigner. He has spoken at 
Democratic party fund raisers in New 
York, the Midwest and the South. 
But the ceremonial functions on his 
schedule are fewer than those per­ 
formed 
by 
his 
predecessors. 
Ironically, this has cut down on his 
public visibility when his influence is 
greatest. 
Mondale uses an office in the White 
House west wing, sandwiched between 
the corner offices of Carter’s national 
security adviser, Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
and the President's chief assistant. 
Hamilton Jordan. 
Mondale, Jordan, Brzezinski and 
domestic policy chief Stuart Eizenstat 
are in and out of each others' offices all 
day long, “and there’s a lot of joking 
back and forth," 
said 
Mondale’s 
executive assistant James Johnson. 
"They increasingly come to him as a 
sounding board for ideas,” said chief 
of staff Richard Moe. 
When Carter receives an intelligence 
briefing from Stansfield Turner, 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, Walter F. Mondale is there 
getting the same briefing. 
The advantage to Mondale of using 
the White House office, rather that the 
more elaborate suite available to the 
vice president in the Executive Office 
Building 
“ shouldn't 
be 
un­ 
derestimated,” said one staff member. 
“Intellectually and emotionally it is 


a thousand times closer than the 
E.O.B.,” he said. 


Mondale arrives at the White House 
each weekday between 7:15 a.m. and 9 
a m., depending on the events on his 
and Carter’s schedules. He rarely 
leaves before 6 p.m. 
Two or three nights a week he at­ 
tends an official dinner, reception or 
cocktail party. He frequently does 
about two hours of work at night at 
home. When he has time, he reads 
histories or biographies in the evening. 
He walks his nearly blind collie, 
Bonnie, around the grounds of the vice 
president’s Victorian mansion atop a 
hill on Massachusetts Avenue. He 
plays tennis. He goes fishing, but not 
as much as he would like to. Privacy 
can be hard to find. 
On an ice fishing trip to Minnesota, 
he found himself halfway through what 
was intended to be a quiet Saturday 
“holding a reception on the ice in the 
middle of the lake,” he said. 
“He loves to go off into remote parts 
of the woods,” said Moe. “That’s 
where he gets his batteries charged.” 
Mondale likes to reflect on issues, to 
read and sit and think for a while 
before making up his mind. And he 
likes time to himself. 
“The range of issues you have to 
deal with is sometimes frightening,” 
he said in an interview aboard an Air 
Force jet carrying him from one 
fundraiser to another. “I’ve gotten 
very tired trying to keep up with it.” 
“In Minnesota. I would campaign for 
three or four days and then disappear 
in the woods for a few days. I can’t 
disappear the way I used to,” he said 
while flying from Des Moines to 
Detroit, his jacket off, tie loosened, a 
long cigar in his right hand and, at his 
left hand, a telephone connecting him 
to the White House. 
For a former senator who found “a 
certain 
personal satisfaction 
in 
standing up in public and blowing off 
your top.” there’s a certain lack of 
independence rn belonging to an ad­ 
minstration team. 
But, he said, “ I think I was ready for 
a change. I'm doing exactly what I 
asked to do. It’s basically been very 
exciting, challenging and useful. Ifs 
been a lot better than I thought it would 
be.” 
Is the presidency in 
Mondale’s 
future? 
“I haven’t given it any thought,” he 
said. “I want to help ... President 
Carter to be the best president we’ve 
ever had. If that happens and I have a 
role in it, it will be the best job I've 
ever had.”

Striking Cincinnati teachers and the 
board of education will be back in 
court Monday after Judge Frank 
Gusweiler agreed to meet with at­ 
torneys for both sides on the board's 
request for a permanent injunction to 
end a two-week-old strike in the 65,000- 
student district. 


The Hamilton County Common 
Pleas Court judge earlier had denied a 
motion for a temporary restraining 
order in the case. The 1st District 
Court of Appeals has also refused to in­ 
tervene in the strike 
Meanwhile, negotiations continued 
Thursday although Roger Stephens, 
president of the striking Cincinnati 
Federation of Teachers, said there was 
“no major exchange between the two 
sides.” 


Half of the district’s 3,100 teachers 
have been on strike since April 13. 
School officials also say 50 per cent of 
the district’s secondary school stu­ 
dents and 30 per cent of the primary 
students have stayed home since the 
strike began. 


WASHINGTON < AP) - Quick. Who 
is President Carter’s ombudsman? 
You don’t know? Small surprise. 
Joe Aragon hasn’t exactly sought the 
limelight. 
Not that he hasn't been busy. His job 
is to protect the people’s interests. And 
he’s been working on a projt ct for 
people he says need help the mo it: the 
poor. 
“But I’ve studiously avoided any 
press,” Aragon says. Part of the 
reason, he acknowledges, is “there’s a 
lot of role-defining still to be done.” 
Besides, it’s not Aragon’s style to be 
flashy. 
Aragon, 35, quiet-spoken 
and 
studious behind gold-rimmed granny 
glasses, says he is Jimmy Carter’s 
“point of contact for groups or in­ 
dividuals who feel somehow the 
system is not responding to their 
concerns.” 
An ombudsman, he says, “for­ 
mulates a response and communicates 
it to the people who can do something 
about it.” 
Translation; He’s one of the people 
you can call when the government is 
doing something to you it shouldn’t, 
and he ll try to get it to stop; or when 
the government is not doing something 
for you it should, he’ll try to get it to 
start. 
“At the White House, there’s only 
one of me. and there’s a great number 
of people out there,” he says, a sheaf of 
yellow slips in his fist, most of them 
requests to return telephone calls. 
“But I’m helped by the fact that 
Midge Costanza (Carter's assistant in 
charge of public liaison) really is the 
first point of contact for groups like 
environmentalists, small business­ 
men, bankers.” 
Much of his time has been taken up 


with the first assignment Carter gave 
him. find out what’s wrong with the 
nation's anti-poverty program 
The results: 
—A new director, Graciela Olivarez, 
at 
the 
Community 
Services 
Administration, virtually the last 
remnant of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s war on poverty. 
—I>ess money for the agency under 
Carter’s budget revisions than it had 
under President Gerald R. Ford, but 
prospects for a sizable increase in its 
half-billion dollar budget in fiscal 1979 
—Investigations into the agency's 
projects and an upcoming internal 
reorganization to improve its ef­ 
fectiveness. 


Aragon also has been involved in 
efforts to make sure the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service doesn’t 
oppress his fellow Hispanics. 


Aragon says the “most significant 
thing” he has helped the ad­ 
ministration do for the Hispanic 
community is make I>eonel J. Castillo, 
an Hispanic, commissioner of im­ 
migration and naturalization. 
A former Ix>s Angeles lawyer, 
Aragon counts advocacy for Hispanics 
an important part of his job — but 
hardly all that it entails. 
“Originally, an ombudsman was the 
king’s representative who listened to 
the concerns of all of the citizenry," he 
says. “The ombudsman was the per­ 
son to whom the public could com­ 
municate their problems.” 
The ombudsman's role has been 
democratized, he says, but is still 
much the same.

In the midst of the rising dissent, the 
issue once more is before the Church’s 
U.S. bishops 
They’re expected to echo the 
Vatican’s position at their meeting in 
Chicago, May 3-6, rejecting a call from 
a national Catholic assembly that the 
bishops support a change allowing 
ordination of women. 
The appeal was among many made 
by the Church’s historic “call to ac­ 
tion” conference in Detroit last fall, 
the first Church-wide gathering of 
official diocesan delegations. 
It 
handed the bishops a raft of proposals. 
But the widest discussion was 
focused on the women’s issue, a 
concern heightened by the Vatican’s 
declaration Jan. 27 that women can’t 
be priests because Jesus was a man 
and priests must have that “natural 
resemblance.” 
In the wake of that declaration, 
reaffirming the Church's age-old rule 
against women priests, there have 
been spreading repercussions of 
disagreement — in words and actions. 
Theologians have dissented. Nuns 
and other women’s groups have 


protested and demonstrated Petitions 
have been relayed to the Pope. 
Representatives of the country's 
priests have urged admission of 
women to their ranks. 
In an "open letter” to the Pope’s 
U.S representative, all but two of the 
25-member faculty of the Jesuit School 
of Theology in Berkeley, Calif., called 
the Vatican declaration a "serious 
mistake,” misrepresenting Scripture 
and Church tradition. 


The "sacramental sign necessary’’ 
to represent Christ "is to be located 
within the human person, rather than 
within 
masculine 
or 
feminine 
sexuality,” the theology professors 
said. 
They added that 
"exclusion of 
women from priestly ordination in our 
day does not reinforce the image of 
Christ’ for a growing number of 
people, but rather symbolizes sexual 
discrimination within the Church.” 
The National Federation of Priests’ 
Councils, representing most of the 
country’s priests, also registered 
disagreement 
with the Vatican 
declaration. 


At 
their 
annual 
meeting 
in 
louisville, Ky.. in March, they urged 
U.S. bishops and Pope Paul VI to 
remove the Church laws prohibiting 
the ordaining of women. 
Eight 
national 
sisters’ 
organizations, 
involving 
a 
big 
proportion of the country’s 131,000 
nuns, issued a joint statement calling 
for further consideration of the matter. 
The statement termed the Vatican 
declaration disappointing, but added, 
"We are not without hope.” 
Earlier, the "Women’s Ordination 
Conference," carrying on its drive 
launched in 1975 for admission of 
women to the priesthood, sponsored 
prayer vigils and other demon­ 
strations in that cause at cathedrals in 
several major cities. 
"If we cannot represent Christ in the 
priesthood, I wonder if we 
can 
represent Christ at all,” said Sister 
Rosaria Salerno of Boston. 
The conference, which set up offices 
in Washington, D.C., began a Church- 
wide survey in April to collect details 
on Catholic women seeking ordination. 
An estimated 500 Catholic women now 
are enrolled in seminaries.

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Auto Profits 
Up Sharply 
For Q uarter 


DETROIT (AP) — Citing record 
sales of big cars, General Motors Corp. 
has reported record first-quarter 
profits of $903 million, up 13 per cent 
from 1976, on record sales of $13.6 
billion. 
GM’s net earnings, equal to $3.14 a 
share, easily surpassed its previous 
first-quarter record of $617 million set 
in 
1973, the company announced 
Wednesday. 
Optimistic Wall Street analysts had 
been looking for even higher earnings 
— $930 million to $960 million. 
The latest performance by the 
world’s largest automaker just missed 
the firm’s all-time quarterly earnings 
mark of $909 million set in last year’s 
second quarter. That was the highest 
profit ever reported by an industrial 
corporation for three months 
GM earned $600 million, or $2.78 a 
share, in the first quarter of 1976. Sales 
in the latest quarter were up 18 per 
cent from $11.4 billion in the same 1976 
period. 
Earlier in the week, Chrysler Corp. 
reported it earned $75,4 million in the 
first quarter, up 5 per cent from a year 
ago, and the second highest profit for 
the period in company history. 
Sm all-car specialist 
American 
Motors Corp. said it had profits of $2.5 
million-double its quarterly earn­ 
ings of last year, despite a severe 
auto slump. Ford Motor Co., the na­ 
tion's No. 2 automaker, is expected to 
show record firstquarter earnings 
when it releases results later this 
week. 
GM showed record sales and profits 
for the period even though unit factory 
sales of vehicles worldwide did not set 
a record. 
Industry analysts said the firm’s 
sharply improved profit reflected 
strong sales of highprofit big cars in 
the United States. GM and Ford are 
the leading makers of large models.

Thermostats in offices in the west 
wing of the White House have been set 
so energy-cooled air is not piped in 
until the temperature tops 80 degrees. 
Many therm ostats have 
been 
covered with locked plastic hoods to 
prevent tampering. Trusted employes 
can be identified by lock-free ther­ 
mostats in their offices. 
Even those put on their honor are 
observing the new rules, with the 
result that on the first warm days of 
spring, Carter aides scurried to open 
office windows. 
Alas, so many years passed since 
such drastic sacrifices were required 
that most windows were found to be 
painted shut. 


While officials shucked jackets, 
workers were summoned to do their 
hammer-and-chisel best to pry open 
recalcitrant windows. For a few days 
they made more noise than the pesky 
starlings that roost in White House 
trees. 


Carter was asked how he was coping 
with his stuffy environment 
"It's not as hot as the peanut fields in 
Georgia,” he replied.

Richard M. Nixon. Nixon liked to sit by 
a log fire in his office fireplace while 
the air conditioning system worked 
overtime to dissipate the resulting 
heat. 
Keeping fires blazing on summer

Nixon 
aides 
with 
fireplaces. The practice was continued 


by 
some 
assistants 
to 
former 
President Gerald R. Ford. 
Carter himself displayed a fondness 
for log fires during the cold of last 
winter. That’s a thing of the past. Now 
he has taken to holding some of his 
conferences and business lunches on 
an outdoor patio near his office.

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - Public 
school teachers and employes out of 
work more than 15 days because of this 
winter’s energy crisis would be able to 
seek unemployment compensation, 
according to an opinion issued by Atty.

The attorney general’s staff says, 
however, that employes who apply for 
payments should be dealt with on a 
case-by-case basis. 


Albert G. Giles, administrator of the 
Bureau of Employment Services, had 
asked Brown to interpret a new state 
law, effective Feb. 3, that decreased 
the number of days schools must be 
open lo be entitled to state aid. 


\mended Senate Bill 51, in response 
to this winter’s fuel shortage and 
associated massive school closings, 
allows schools to be closed more days 
than normal without losing state aid. 


Giles asked how the bill would affect 
his bureau if school workers filed for 
unemployment compensation because 
of days off without pay. 
Brown’s staff said that the Senate 
bill calls for teachers to be paid by 
their districts during the first 15 days 
of closings. Brown said that after that 
period the teachers might be in line for 
unemployment checks if they could 
prove their case on an individual basis. 
Brown’s opinion, issued last month, 
further stated that the first 15-day 
period need not be made up of 15 
consecutive days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter, declaring that preventing the 
further spread of nuclear weapons 
material is “ one of mankind’s most 
pressing challenges,” is asking Con­ 
gress to approve new safeguards on 
future uranium exports. 
Carter asked Congress on Wed­ 
nesday to approve a proposal banning 
exports of uranium processing plants 
capable of producing plutonium for nu­ 
clear weapons. 
His bill would also deny uranium 
shipments to nations that fail to abide 
by International Atomic Energy 
Agency safeguards and to countries 
not now members of the nuclear club 
that detonate nuclear explosive 
devices bi the future. 
But one section of the legislation 
would allow Carter to grant exemp­ 
tions to the requirements if he felt they 
were bi the over-all interests of non­ 
proliferation. 
In a special message to Congress, 
the President asked lawmakers to put 
aside their own 
drafts of non­ 
proliferation legislation in favor of his 
proposal. 
He said some bills pending “could 
force an immediate moratorium on 
our nuclear exports, adversely af­ 
fecting 
certain allies 
whose 
cooperation is needed if we are to 
achieve our ultimate objective of 


nonproliferation.” 
He warned that a balance is 
necessary to meet U.S. goals.

“We’ve hardly seen 
them for the past 25 years...just too 
busy. Being with them now is what ifs 
all about. 
“I miss all the things I was used to in 
New York, the dinners, the activity. 
“But I’m not as young as I used to be 
and I can’t walk a quarter of a mile 
anymore (he has an ailing hip).”

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Hot Tips On 
Cold Bass Given 


By JIM DAUBE!. 
For The Associated Press 
Some strange things happen to 
largemouth bass this time of year, 
which shouldn't be all that surprising, 
because funny things happen to 
fishermen at about the same time. 
Those of us with serious cabin fever 
jumped at the chance to get on the 
water long before now. But while we 
suffered the cold, wind and even rain 
or snow of late winter, we didn’t find 
the bigmouths jumping at our of­ 
ferings, or jumping much at all for that 
matter. 
Early season bass tactics are a 
specialty among fishermen. You start 
on the shallower lakes, knowing they 
warm earlier thus encouraging early 
bass activity. Among the best, and still 
highly rated going into May, are such 
lakes as Tycoon in Gallia County, 
Pymatuning in eastern Ohio, I^ke St. 
Marys in western Ohio and Cham­ 
paign, Knox and Ix)gan in Central 
Ohio. 
Fish the shallows, the sunny side of 
points and sloping banks. If possible, 
fish the windward side of lakes where 
choppy waters stir aquatic life along 
shore, thereby attracting baitfish 
which entice bass to the area. 
If everything works out and you hook 
bass, don’t expect spectacular aerial 
displays for which this popular 
gamefish is prized. Bass just don’t 
jump much in colder waters. 
Comes April or May, depending on 
where you are in Ohio, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Bigmouth begin thinking of 
future generations of bass. 
When water temperatures approach 


60 degrees, the male moves into water 
depths that rarely exceed four feet to 
prepare a nest rn sand or gravel. 
After cleaning out an area up to 24 
inches in diameter with his tail, the 
male invites a female in and spawning 
begins, usually when the water is 
between 60 and 65 degrees. 
When egg-laying is complete, the 
female moves off and the male swims 
guard. It all sounds terribly paternal, 
and it is to a point that point being 
when the male, after guarding the nest 
till the eggs hatch, turns around and 
eats some of his own offspring. 
In any case, bass do odd things while 
on the nest. 


Offer a live chub or big shiner and 
the bass may simply move it out of the 
way. I recall bobber fishing with 
minnows often, casting to nesting bass 
only to have the fish drag the bait off to 
the side and drop it. At times the bass 
will crush the minnow or virtually 
strip it of scales, but never take it 
securely enough to enable you to set 
the hook. 
Artificials are effective in spring. 
Work .spinner baits or plugs slowly 
over bass beds or in shallows. You may 
have to ease fish into hitting so 
maneuver the hardware as erratically 
as possible. 


All in all, more big bass are caught 
in Ohio during April and May than at 
any other time of year. Fish small, 
shallow lakes first then move into 
bigger 
w aters 
as 
the 
season 
progresses. If your timing is right 
you’ll encounter the year’s best action.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
sanitarians soon may be licensed and 
regulated by the state for the first 
time.

It requires all sanitarians in the 
future to have an environmental health 
degree and at least a year of in-service 
experience, or a bachelor of arts 
degree and two years’ experience. 
Sanitarians-in-training would pay a 
$25 annual fee to a licensing board 
created by the bill. 
Affected would be inspectors and 
other environmental health workers 
hired by local boards of health and 
given enforcement powers virtually 
equal to police.

There was a difference of opinion 
when the students said that there isn't 
the opportunity to work and keep busy. 
The students complained of being 
bored. The senior citizens disagreed 
and said there are many things to do- 
that the problem is that everyone 
wants to be paid for what they do. The 
aged believe there are many things to 
do for enjoyment and money shouldn’t 
mean everything. 
The senior citizens admitted that 
young people are expected to grow up 
overnight and this causes frustration 
for which some young people then go 
out to “ get revenge.”

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the negotiations. 
However, Arledge, head of 
ABC Sports since 1968 and the 
man who revolutionized TV 
sports coverage with the in­ 
stant replay, did offer a few 
views on network news in a 
phone interview from New 
York. 
For example, when asked 
what he feels is a problem 
with nightly newscasts, he 
complained of a sameness in 
the 
way 
each 
network 
presents the day’s news 
He also said they "aren’t 
spending enough time, in my 
judgment, on the stories that 
people really care about. I 
think we’ve covered (the war 
in) Zaire, the fighting in 
Lebanon, things like that, to 
exhaustion.” 
And, he said, "I think the 
average person would like to 
know if the United States is 
going to be involved in Zaire, 
what some of the issues are, 
or how it affects the rest of 
Africa.” 
Another flaw he sees in net­ 
work 
newscasts is that 
American viewers "aren’t 
given enough background to 
let them become interested or 
involved” in reports on world 
leaders and major issues. He 
cited the Soviet-American 
strategic arms limitations 
talks as an example. 
“By the time the SALT 
talks have become an issue, 
the networks have taken for 
granted everyone knows what 
SALT means,” he said. 
"But take IOO people on the 
street and ask them what the 
SALT 
talks 
are. 
They 
wouldn't have any idea what 
you’re talking about.” 
He'd present more inter­ 
pretation, more basic ex­ 
planation of the issues, and 
more of the background of the 
major figures in the story, he 
said, and do the same with 
other world news reports. 
He was asked if he'd 
change the much-publicized 
anchor 
team 
of 
Harry 
Reasoner 
and 
Barbara 
Walters who, in seven months 
together, have failed to help 
lift ABC’s evening news show 
out of third place in ratings 
for network newscasts. 
“I don’t know,” Arledge 
said."I don’t really have any 
opinion on that right now. 
Both Harry and Barbara are 
good. I haven’t really given a 
lot of thought to what should 
be done with either of them.”
